“Life insurance is buying mon­ 
ey to be delivered some time in 
the future. The money you pay'

This was the question pro­ 
pounded at the week ly luncheon 
of the Rotary club today, at the 
Odd Fellows Temple, by Homer 
Rogers, state manager of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society 
of New York , who addressed lo­ 
cal Rotarians on the uses and 
disposition of life insurance. 
The speak er showed Uhe fal­ 
lacy of permitting life insurance 
to be paid in a lump sum at the 
death of deceased—how 
insur­ 
ance could be made to do yoe- 
man service for a family after 
the chief support of the family 
had been removed by death. 
Mr. Rogers was invited to ad­ 
dress the club by Dudley Camp­ 
bell, local representative of the 
company, who was in charge of 
the program. Mr. Campbell also 
presented his sister, Miss Grace 
Campbell of Indianapolis, 
who 
gave a humorous reading 
and 
received a most cordial 
recep­ 
tion. 
Guests attending the meeting 
were John P. Jones of Indianap ­ 
olis and Judge Julius Sharpnack , 
a Rotarian of Columbus, Ind. 
Mr. Rogers commented on the 
remark of a friend 
that a few 
people do all the think ing for 
the remainder of the people in 
the world, emphasizing the fact 
that this was an age of special­ 
ists and people consult men who 
have given study to one subject 
when they want information. He 
pointed out that for insurance 
advice, the owner or proposed 
buyer of insurance should con­ 
sult an insurance man. 
“We are paid by our clients to 
do our think ing for them in a 
financial way,” 
he said. 
“No 
other financial institution is per­ 
mitted by law to assume the fin­ 
ancial risk s that a life insurance 
company does. The minute you 
mak e a deposit you create an 
estate and your big problem is 
how to dispose of it when you 
are gone.” 
Mr. Rogers stressed the fact 
that 
every 
insurance buyer 
should give this m atter serious 
thought—whether 
his 
policy 
shall be paid in a lump sum or 
be made to provide a definite in­ 
come for his family. He pointed 
out that life insurance, if its 
disposition is arranged correctly, 
could be made to meet the needs 
in case of premature death, the 
loss of earning power or depen­ 
dant old age.

Columbus, Ind., May 14—“I’m 
not so interested in where I came 
from, but I am intensely inter­ 
ested in where I’m going,” de­ 
clared Judge Will M. Spark s, of 
Rushville, in an address on the 
subject, -The Real Things That 
Count,” given today at the regu­ 
lar noon luncheon of the Rotary 
club held at the chamber of 
commerce rooms in 
the 
city 
building. Judge Spark s was in­ 
troduced by Charles S. Bak er, a 
member of the club, as "an hon­ 
ored judge who has honored the 
profession.” 
"I accept all that science has j 
discovered, but 
this 
has 
not 
shak en my faith,” declared the 
speak er as he emphasized that 
people today have been haggling 
too much over trivialities in 
matters of religion. **I don’t care 
whether the pook of Genesis 
was written from a scientific 
standpoint or not. I don’t care 
whether the Garden pf Eden 
really ex isted. I do k now that 
God created the world and that 
is the thing that counts.” 
Cultivation of the mind and 
body is a fine thing, but the de­ 
velopment 
of the 
individual 
should not end there. Judge 
Spark s declared as he urged the 
development of character and 
the virtues highly regarded by 
man as the surest way to enjoy 
the life to come. 
Development of the body alone 
is not sufficient, the speak er 
said, as he pointed out that at 
35 or 40 years of age the great­ 
est athletes must end their ca­ 
reers. Lik ewise cultivation of the 
mind alone is lik ely to prove dis­ 
astrous, he pointed out as he re­ 
ferred to the Leob-Leopold case 
of a few years ago. He urged an 
interest 
in 
“something 
more 
substantial” as essential to the 
well-being of every individual. 
Referring to Leob and Leo­ 
pold, 
Judge 
Spark s 
said: 
‘They’re now in prison 
where 
they’ll probably spend the rest of 
their lives unless released by the 
Indiana pardon board, and it 
doesn’t have jurisdiction: over 
criminals in Illinois.” 
Money, power 
or 
brilliance 
alone do not bring to the indi­ 
vidual the respect of his fellows, 
the speak er said as he pointed 
out that in every community 
there are some men who though 
wealthy are despised and others 
who despite superior mentality 
do not have the regard of the

What is believed to be the* first 
robbery of the k ind in Conners­ 
ville was perpetrated early Sun­ 
day morning by yeggs who blew 
the safe in the D. C. Lavengood 
and Co., department store at 51<t 
Central avenue and escaped with 
$620.

There were no ro ads thro u gh the 
wilderness; and ev en in the mo re civ ilized p o r­ 
tio ns, su ch ro ads as ex isted were o ften mo re o f 
a drawback than a help . 
So the riv er, which 
co u ld carry flatbo ats and barges fu ll o f settlers 
and their su p p lies, was a highly im p o rtant fea­ 
tu re o f the landscap e. 
The co ming o f the railro ad changed all o f 
that, and tho u gh there has recently been a re­ 
v iv al o f riv er transp o rtatio n, the bu lk o f o u r 
co mmerce no w mo v es o v er dry gro u nd. 
Nev ertheless, in certain sectio ns o f the co u n­ 
try the time is rap idly ap p ro aching when the riv ­ 
er will o nce 
mo re be 
all-im p o rtant — no t fo r 
transp o rtatio n, this time, bu t fo r p o wer. 
A recent bu lletin fro m the Dep artment o f 
Co mmerce illu strates the p o int. 
This bu lletin discu sses the United States’ ex ­ 
p o rts o f co al to Canada. 
The do minio n takes 
mo re co al fro m the United States than do es any 
o ther natio n; y et its imp o rts hav e been falling 
Off greatly o f late. 
In 19 2 8 it imp o rted 2 0 p ei 
cent less bitu mino u s co al and 2 5 p er cent an­ 
thracite than the av erage fo r the fiv e-y ear p erio d 
p receding. 
The answer lies in Canada's increasing u se 
o f hy dro -electric p o wer. 
Last y ear mo re than half a millio n ho rse­ 
p o wer was added to Canada’s water p o wer re­ 
so u rces. 
To day the do minio n has the amazing­ 
ly high to tal o f 5 ,32 8 ,000 ho rsep o wer fro m that 
so u rce; and 
p ro jects no w u nder 
co nstru ctio n 
will add 1,2 00,000 to that to tal. 
It is a sign o f the times.

received a most cordial recep- 
tion.

Mr. Rogers commented on the

Judge Sparks was in- 
troduced by Charles S. Baker, a 
member of the club, as -an hon- 
ored judge.who has honored the 
profession." 


"I accept all that science has 


discovered, but; this has not 
shaken my faith," declared the 
speaker as he emphasized that 
people-today have been haggling 
too much .over trivialities in 
matters of religion. "I don't care 
whether the 
book of Genesis 


was written from a scientific 
standpoint or not. I don't care 
whether the Garden ^pf Eden 
really existed. I do know that 
God created the world and that 
is the thing that counts." 


Cultivation of the mind aind 


body is a fine thing, but the de- 
velopment 
of the. individual 


should- not end there. Judge 
Sparks declared as he urged .the 
development of character and 
the ^virtues highly regarded ; by 
man'.as the surest way to enjpy:

Development of the body alone 


is not sufficient, the speaker 
said, as he pointed out that 'at 
35 or 40 years of age the great- 
est athletes must end their ca- 
reers. Likewise cultivation of the 
mind alone is likely to prove dis- 
astrous,'he pointed out as he re- 
ferred to the Leob-Leopold case 
of a few years ago.

That the robbery was done fey 


professional safe-blowers was In- 
dicated by the expert manner in 
which- they 'did the job. The ex- 
plosive used believed to 
have 


been nitro-glycerine, was insert- 
ed behind the hinges and^ the 
heavy outer door blown off; fall- 
ing on a thick rug which had 
been folded six times and placed 
before the safe to deaden the 
sound of the fall. 


The robbers are thought 
to 


have climbed a telegraph pole at 
the northeast • corner ~ of 
the 


building, to gain access' to the 
robf, and then entered the store 
throughvthe skyh'ght. Indications 
were that in leaving the stor«i 
they went up a stairway and in- 
to the hall between the' 
office 


rooms that are located in the 
south side, of the building, and 
descended the stairs onto Cen- 
tral-'avenue.

The robbery was perpetrated 


sometime between midnight and 
5:30 a. m. 
- R. P. Fisher, son of the man- 
ager, p. J. Fisher, remained at 
the Itore until 12 o'clock Satur- 
'day night, and returned at noon 
Suntiay, when the robbery was 
discovered. So far as is known, 
no merchandise was stolen./ 
'Safe's in~two Rushville stores 
were robbed. recently, by yeggs 
who entered through the sky- 
lights.-One safe was blown and 
the door of the other was pried 
open, and several hundred dot 
lars were stolen.

class. 


Dinner was served in ,the»base- 
ment of the Methodist church by 
the women of the church. 


It is the desire ot everyone, 


she said, to be happy. There aic 
many definitions for the word 
by the one which she liked best 
is the one given in a little book 
called -Happiness" which was 
recently published. That is "The 
happiest people are those who 
think 
the most interesting 


thoughts." Some people, she stat- 
ed, think that if they had what 
;hey don't have or didn't have 
what they do have, they would 
se happy. This is untrue. 


"For instance," continued Mrs. 


Garten, -If you have the tooth- 
ache you think if you didn't have';, 
it you would be perfectly happy.

OCR GOLDEN AGE. 


In then- getting disturbed over the changing 


" ideas in the world about them, people often fail 


to notice that in some respects the .material 
world about them-has changed since they were 
children. 
To one who has not followed closely the 


various steps in which our education system has 


• been changed within the last quarter of a cen- 


tury both in what is being taught and in the 
manner of teaching, it is disconcerting to find 
that much has been changed which in' his day 
he considered the essence of school training. 
After a casual survey of modern school methods 
and subjects of study, he is inclined to dismiss 


- the matter by saying — "No, schools ain't what 
' they used to be." 


This tendency to paint the past as the gold- 


en era, to picture it as perfection made perfect, 
is active of course in all fields. Whether the crit- 
ic has in mind the church, or politics, or, the 
schools, he can and does with equal facility in all 
three fields paint the past hi roseate colors, and 
generally has little to say that is commendatory 
of the present. He forgets that when he was a 
child, his elders in their own day on looking 
around them dismally said, "No, things ain't 
what they used to be." And their elders 110 
doubt said it before them. 


To pick out the 'present shortcomings of any . 


institution like the church or the school, and to 
imply that these institutions had no shortcom- 
ings at all in an earlier generation is to show 
ignorance'which may be excusable but is none 
the less ignorance. Even when we taught -the 
hree R's in the golden era of perfection, it is 
doubtful whether education was at that time 
-me whit more efficient than it is today. 


It is not condoning any defects of modern 


education to say this. The point is that things 
aren't what they used to be; but that they have 
changed for the worse would be hard to prove. 
The individual who laments the passing of the 
three R's as a matter of fact, they haven't gone 
out — has failed to consider that he is doing and 
using many things today which were not thought 
of in the years to which he looks back. 


A glance about him when he switches on tha 


electric light, or snaps on a switch that turns on 
the radio, or when he uses the telephone, or 
when he drops thirty floors in an elevator, rides 
in an airplane, or drives his automobile through 
a dense traffic, the very sight, of which would 
have terrified his parents 30 or 40 years ago — 
these things ought to convince him, that other 
things besides the three R's aren't what they 
used to be. 


.. . A little thought from. the.changed lifeg which 


we Jead as compared to the way in whSch an old- 
er generation lived,'might make us all a little 


more sympathetic toward institutions which are 
not finding it easy to keep up with these rapid 
changes.

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CANADA'S USE OF WATER POWER.' 


When the United States first began to be 


settled, rivers were important as means of trans- 
portation. 
There were no' roads through the 


wilderness; and even in the more civilized por- 
tions, such roads as existed were often more of 
a. drawback than a help. 
So the rivej-, which 


could carry flatboats and barges full of settlers 
and then- supplies, was a highly important fea- 
ture of the landscape. 


The coming of the railroad changed all of 


that, and though there has recently been a re- 
vival of river transportation, " the bulk of our 
commerce now moves over dry ground. 
- 
- 


Nevertheless, in certain sections of the coun- 


try the time is rapidly approaching when the riv- 
er will once more be all-important — not for 
transportation, this time, but for power. 


A recent bulletin from the Department of 


Commerce illustrates the point. 


This bulletin discusses the United States' ex- 


ports of coal to Canada. 
The dominion takes 


more coal from the United States than does any 
other nation;' yet its imports have been falling 
qff greatly of late. 
In 1928 it imported. 20 per 


cent less bituminous coal and 25 per cent an- 
thracite than the average for the five-year period 
preceding. 
\ 


The answer lies in Canada's increasing use 


of hydro-electric power. 
\ 


Last year more than half a million horse- 


power was added to Canada's water power re- 
sources. Today the dominion has the amazing- 
ly high total of 5,328,000 horsepower from that 
source; and projects now under construction 
will add 1,200,000 to that total. 


It is a sign of the times. The city that is 


near a good power site is going to find itself ex- 
ceedingly fortunate. 


The old fashioned man who wouldn't spend 


twenty minutes currying his horse, has a son 
today who spends nearly all forenoon Sundays 
in dolling up the car so" he can take his best girl 
out riding.
